OW SWEET are the syllables that signify 

H love! Heart has no deeper longing than 

to utter or hear uttered the words “I love 

you!” They are like the sight of land to a sailor 
long adrift.

Love is a change that takes place in our own 
heart. Sometimes it may change others, but always 
it changes us. 

To love is to find happiness in making others 
happy. It is to understand what others think and

make them eager to be with us; and to do these 
things not for effect but because it is natural for us 
to do them. 

It is to know the imperfections of others yet 
see them perfect.

people, God—they walk upon the pinnacles of life. 
They are lifted out of themselves and become 
something more than they have ever been before. 

Some are afraid to love, afraid lest their love 
be unreturned, afraid lest someone catch a glimpse 
behind their careful mask.

Looking constantly to the fu- 
ture, either in worry and anxiety or in eager anti- 
cipation, does the same thing. There is no way by 
which more strength and consciousness of vigor 
are wasted than by the habit of using up thought 
substance in speculation upon the past and the 
future. The organism suffers, and people grow old 
when they rob themselves of the forces of the 
present by dwelling much in thought upon the past 
and the future. 

Joy, health, peace, plenty, and all other forms 
of good are yours now.
